County to Turn Dunning Over to | 


State for Insane Hospital. 


PLACE FOUND IN\A BAD WAY. 


Citizens Report Infirmary a Fire Trap 
and Overerowded. 


Cook county probably will have a brand 
new poor farm and infirmary, and its Dun- 
ning Hospital for the Insane probably will 
be given over to state control. These two 
prospective facts will grow from an exhaus- 
tive inquiry made yesterday in conditions at 
the Dunning poorhouse. 

The inquiry, which had startling results, 
was made by a» commission of citizens sent 
out by President Busse of the county board. 

The commission found that the building 


| houses 1,100 old and infirm people—men and 


women—whereas there would be comfortable 
room for no more than 500. 

It found that the building is aw fire trap and 
that in case of a fire it would be a furnace 
in fifteen minutes; also that two-thirds of 
the inmates would be unable to escape a fire 
because of their infirmities. 

The commission finds no censure to be vis-

The order modifying the restraining order 
stipulates that the 286,731 shares of Illinois 
Central stock owned by the Union Pacific 
and the Mutual Life Insurance company 
may be voted at the meeting today, but such 
votes must be tabulated on a separate list. 
If t. is found, in casting up the totals, that 
this disputed stock or any of it is a deciding 
factor the matter on which such vote was 
taken will be passed as if not under consid- 
eration. 


Deadlock Postpones Meeting. 

In case such a deadlock results in tne vote 
on a director the order stipulates that the 
election be postponed until an adjourned 
meeting to be held Dec. 18. Should it de- 
velop, however, that Harriman has a clear 
majority over Fish exclusive of the stock in- 
volved by the restraining order he can carry 
every point legally. On the other hand, Fish 
cannot win unless he {s able to muster enough 
votes to overwhelm both the disputed and 
undisputed stock held in Harriman's inter- 
ests. 

The legal battle hinging upon the motion 
for a modification of the restraining order 
was waged all day before Judge Ball. The 
order finally granted was the one presented 
soon after court opened by the attorneys 
represehting Mr. Harriman. It was met by 
a counter proposition from Mr. Fish's law- 
yers, in which they asked that the annual 
meeting be postponed until the injunction 
suit could be fought out on ite merits. Had 
this been upheld by the court it would have 
given the Fish contingent more time in which 
to solicit proxies. 

One proviso in the order as agreed to is 
‘that a proxy committee be chosen so that 


| the interests of each side will be safeguarded. 


It was stipulated that Mr. Fish select a man 
agreeable to the Harriman forces, while 
they in turn chose one not objectionable to 
Mr. Fish. Then both sides were to agree on 
a third member of the committee, 


Estimates of the Vote.

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ited upon the county commissioners or the 
management of the institution. The trouble 
is with the twenty-five year old structure 
itself. A new one is needed on a new site. 
Membership of the Committee. 

The citizens’ committee which visited the 
infirmary is composed of A. C. Bartlett of 
Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., C. D. Nor- 
ton of the Northwestern Life Insurance com- 
pany, William E. Clow of J. B. Clow & Sons, 
John M. Ewen, consulting engineer, and E. 
P. Bicknell of the bureau of charities. 

The county board already has advertised 
for a new poor farm site farther from the city. 
It also expects as soon as this is secured to 
deliver over the whole of the Dunning prop- 
erty to the state, ta be conducted as one of 
the state insane hospitals. 

Haste will be recommended to the county 
commissioners and steps will be taken to 
arouse the people of the county to a condi- 
tion that is pronounced intolerable. The 
county board will take the matter up at its 
meeting on Monday. 

Present Structure Old. 

The present structure is a five story brick 
with a curved corridor like an arc ofa circle, 
with five wings projecting outward like 
spokes of a wheel from a hub. It was built 
twenty-five years ago, and since that time 
has not been improved. The county commis- 
sioners, having seen the necessity for the 
ultimate separation of the poorhouse from 
the present insane hospital at Dunning, have 
spent all the money on the insane asylum, 
which is now one of the finest in the country. 

In one room in the infirmary, under the 
gable roof, 40 by 100 feet, with only four 
windows, there are 100 beds. Here the 
plaster of the room is off in places and the 
laths are exposed. A generally similar con- 
dition is found throughout the structure. The 
exterior of the building is fast falling into 
decay, the chimneys are falling off, and the 
masonry is cracked in hundreds of places. 
The plumbing is of the style of twenty years 
ago and insanitary. The only fire escapes 
are canvas chutes. 

Aged Couples Separated. 

One condition that the committee found was 
that among the inmates of the place aged 
married people—husbands and wives—who 
have fought a losing battle with Ufe, and 
have had to. become wards of the county, 
are separated, the husbands housed in one 
wing and the wives in another. Thus they 
are robbed of that comfort in companionship 
that is all that iu left to the old. They can 
oniy see each other for a short time during 
the day in the corridors of the building. 

Under the plan for a new institution which 
the county board will consider, the buildings 
will be on the detached plan, fireproof, and 
two stories in height. There will be quarters 


where aged married couples may live to- 


the Oglesby direct primary bill in the upper 
house and had it advanced to second reading 
without protest from any statesman.

It, along with a resolution for the sub- 
mission of a constitutional amendment and 
one for the appointment of a deep water 
way commission, is intended to be the sen- 
ate’s offering to the cause of the lakes-to-the- 
gulf scheme and its only offering. It would 
block the attempt of the sanitary district 
to gam power to develop water power be- 
low Lockport and if, it had the effect which 
sanitary trustees and lawyers say it would 
have would embarrass the district im per- 
forming its duties.

Kilfs Adjournment 1 

When the senate met this afternoon the 
first thing it did was to adopt a joint resolu- 
tion to the effect that the legislature should 
abrogate its resolution f adjournment of 
May 11 to the extent of cohsidering primary 
legislation, the internal improvement com- 
mission bill, and the wheel tax bill, in addi- 
ton to the deep waterway subject. and that 
other legislation should be started only by 
unanimous consent or by suspension of rules. 

When this had been sent over to the house 
for action, Senator Berry introduced: the 
Oglesby direct primary bill, which had been 
sent to second reading in the house in the 
morning, and then the senate went into 
session as the committee of the whole and 
proceeded to do business with the waterway 
project. ö 

Senator Dunlap presented the resolution 
for the submission of a constitutional amend- 
ment as drawn by the special committee of 
which he was chairman. It provides that the 
surplus earnings of any waterway or water- 
power may be applied to the extension of de- 
velopment of any waterway owned by the 
state, that the legislature may provide for 
the construction of a deep waterway from 
Lockport to Utica on the Illinois river, may 
develop and utilize water power, and may 
authorize the issue of bonds not exceeding 
$20,000,000 In amount at 3% per cent. 


Senate’s Deep Waterway Ideas. 
This was adopted immediately and with- 


out dissent by the committee and then Sen- 


ator Schmitt of Chicago asked if that was 
the extent to which the senate proposed to 
go in the matter of waterway legislation. 
The senators showed no reluctance to going a 
bit further and Senator Putnam of Peoria 
presented a bill to declare the Illinois and 
Desplaines rivers navigable and to prevent 
the construction of dams or other obstruc- 
tions in their course. It was taken up With 
a bill of Senator Schmitt's vesting the water 
power rights for the streams in the state 
and given to a subcommittee for immediate 
drafting into a substitute measure. 

In a half hour the committee reported back 
a bill providing: 


That the Desplaines and Illinois rivers through- 
out their courses are hereby recognized as naviga- 
ble streams and any and all water power devel- 
oped by reason of any improvements within said 
rivers is hereby declared to be the property of 
the state of Illinois. Any alteration in the cur- 
rent, channel, or navigable capacity of seid rivers 
or either of them is hereby expressly prohibited 
and there shall be no dams, bridges, or other 
obstructions of any character or nature in or 
acroes said rivers or either of them without the 
authority of the general assembly. 


Victory for Private Interests. 

As the bill came from the subcommittee 
it had another section declaring that noth- 
ing in the act should be construed as depriv- 
ing the sanitary district of any rights which 
it has now under acts of the legislature. Sen- 
ator Barr of Joliet and Senator Gardner of 
Mendota made an attack on thfs third sec- 
tion and succeeded in having it knocked out 
by a vote of 14 to 6. Mr. Barr made no secret 
of the fact that he objected to it because it 
was designed to prevent the Economy Light 
and Power company from building a dam

Hard Blow to Sanitary District. 

The Sanitary trustees find that not only 
have they lost their entire fight to secure 
the right to develop water power south of 
Lockport but they will have to fight to keep 
from losing power which already has been 
granted them,. The private interests have 
won out along the line in the senate on the

anger of any such bill as that which has 
alarmed the trustees becoming a law, but 
neither is there any danger that any action 
will be taken which will imperil the inter- 
ests of private companies using the power 
made possible by th construction of the 
Chicago drainage canal.

Another is to get 
men with money to build the channel from 
Lockport to the Mississippi and give them 
the water power in parpetuity 

“As for the third wage-the building by 
the state—no appropriation can be meade 
under the present laws for the maintenance 
of railways or canels. <A constitutional 
amendment would be necessary before this 
will be possible. 


No More Taxes; Huge Revenue. | 


The cost to the state would be about 
$20,000,000. But this water power can be de- 
veloped and operated. almost without any 
organization. A bond issue could be made 
and in less than ten years the carrying 
charge and the principal would be paid off. 
No taxpayer in the remotest corner of the 
state would pay a cent more in taxes, and 
after the indebtedness is liquidated a net 
annual revenue of $3,000, 

Mr. Lorimer concluded his argument on 
this subject with an assertion that the pro 
posed action by the state of Illinois would 
remove the last vestige of objection from 
the opponents of the ship canal project.

women than the bullets of hostile armies, 
makes common cause with intemperance and 

viciousness' in the wrecking of homes and 
happiness, lowers the vitality of the bread 
winner, and eventually must prove the un- 
doing of our civilization. 


Urges Fellow Servant Doctrine. 
„One of the first things which Gov. Johnson 


of Minnesota recommended to the state legis- 


lature was a report of the fellow servant doc- 
trine:for the benefit of workingmen who are 
injured in accidents. Gov. Deneen also ooin- 
cides in this opinion and urges state applica- 
tion of the new federal law.

Physicians Announce Decrease 
in Catarrh and Fever. 


KINd TIRES OF RESTRAINT. 


Wants Physical Exercise, and Is to Be 
Allowed Walks in Palace. 


VIENNA, Oct. 15.—The condition late to- 
night of Emperor Francis Joseph shows no 
Improvement. The fever has returned to a 
moderate extent, but in spite of this his 
majesty remains in good spirits and today 
he expressed a desire for physical exercise. 
The doctors made their regular examina- 
tion of the patient this evening, after which 
the following statement was given out: 

The general condition of the emperor is favora- 
bile. The catarrh and the fever are decreasing. 

Arrangements are being made to heat two 
galleries in the Schoenbrunn palace in order 
that he may there take his walks under 
similar conditions of temperature as ob- 
tain in his bedroom. A hammock will be 
swung in the bedroom in order that his 
majesty may rest at intervals should he 
experience fatigue. It is expected that this 
experience will afford relief to the hacking 
cough. This phase of the illness of the 
emperor has abated but little and it occa- 
sions him severe headaches. 

The semi-official communications appear 
optimistic in the matter of the progress of 
the malady, but they add that the condition 
of the patient is stationary. The minister 
of finance today declared at the opening of 
the bourse. that his majesty’s illness was 
pursuing a satisfactory course and it would 
therefore seem evident that no immediate 
danger is feared. 

Archduke Franz Ferdinand, the heir to 
‘the throne, called to inquire regarding the 
emperor's health. He remained at the pal- 
ace for half an hour, but did not see his 
majesty. f 


FRANCE ACT IN RAISULI CASE? T 


Offer to Take Up MacLean’s Release 
«Declared Due to Failure of 
British Efforts. 


TANGIER, Oct. 15.—It is stated on good 
authority that the French offer to take up the 
question of the release of Caid Sir Harry 
MacLean was due to the fact that British ne- 
gotiations with Raisuli had failed lament- 
ably. Alben MacLean, brother of Sir Harry, 
has just returned here from Rabat, where 
he submitted to Sultan Abdel Aziz a propo- 
sition that Great Britain pay Raisuli $150,000 
ransom for Sir Harry on condition that the 
sultan guaranteed to reimburse the sum, 

The sultan, however, appears to have re- 
ferred the matter to the French minister, 
M. Regnault, who conferred on the subject 
with Abd-el-Krim. Ben Sliman, the ex-min- 
ister of foreign affairs, who has been con- 
ducting the negotiations in behalf of Morocco 
at Rabat. : 

The latter, after he had been impressed 
with the absolute necessity for obtaining 
Sir Harry's release, agreed to pay the $150,- 
000 ransom to Raisuli if he was unable to 
persuade the bandit chief to take a smaller 
amount. 


London and Northwestern Train Jumps

SHREWSBURY, England, Oct. 15.—A 
train made up of passenger coaches bound 
from Scotland and the north of England to 
Bristol left the rails as it was entering the 
station here at an early hour this morning. 
Nineteen persons, including ten pas- 
sengers, were and thirty-nine 
others injured. The London and North- 
western railroad, on which the train 
was running, curves sharply as it nears 
Shrewsbury, and there is a standing order 
that the engineers must not exceed a speed 
of ten miles an hour at that point.

NEW FACTS TO BE PROVED. 


Thomas P. Fowler, Insurance Re- 
former, Makes Significant Remark.

tilated. 

There was no denial forthcoming from any 
of the officials of the Metropolitan of the 
Statements made that a large portion of the 
$600,000 fund raised by Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
Ryan, by means of a pool subscribed to by 
those two men, W. L. Elkins, P. A. B. Wide- 
ner, Thomas Dolan, and G, B. Schley of 
Moore & Schley. found its way into the cam- 
paign coffers of the republican national com- 
mittee, to be used in insuring the election of 
McKinley and Roosevelt. All persons con- 
cerned in the incident maintained absolute 
silence today. 

Fowiler’s, Answer Significant. 

The part played by Thomas P. Fowler, in- 
surance reformer, former railroad president 
and president of the Metropolitan Securities 
company, in the sale of the paper railroad by 
Mr. Brady to the Metropolitan will probably 
be disclosed by the future inquiries of the 
public service commission. Mr. Fowler was 
asked today if he recalled signing the check 
for $965,607 payable to Mr. Brady. 

** Countersigned,’’. corrected Mr. Fowler. 
He declined further to discuss the matter. 
Mr. Fowler as president of the Metropolitan 
Securities company, which was created by 
Messrs. Whitney and Ryan, signed the check 
—or countersigned it, as he says.

David Redfield’ Proctor, Pro- 


jector of Great World's Fair 
Tower, Passes Away. 


ONCE A RICH INVENTOR. 


| Models of Various Devices Are 


Found Among the Effects 
in His Bedroom. 


David Redfield Proctor, 81 years old, a 
cousin of United States Senator Redfield 
Proctor of Vermont, was found dead! yester- 
day in a cheap lodging house at 148 South 
Clark street. | 
— He had been in straitened circumstances 
for several years, although he made a fortune 
from: the sale of royalties on an invention 
which he patented | e early 'T0s—a device 
which arrested and’ extinguished the sparks 
from the funnels of locomotives, making the 
kindling of prairie fires by passing trains an 
impossibility. 

In the palmy days of the Columbian expo- 
sition he was one of the most pictufesque 
characters who haunted the offices of Direct- 
or General Davis and Architects Burnham 
and Graham with offers of marvelous plans 


for enhancing the beauty and magnitude of 
the great fair. 


. Planned a Coloseal Tower. 

He designed the Proctor-Morrison tower, 
which was interided to make the Eiffel tower 
séem a dwarf in comparison. For the rights 
to this tower he was offered, it is said, almost 
$100,000, and a company to build it was staft- 
ed under the presidency of Engineer Mor- 
rison, the steel construction bridge build- 
er. But the collapse of Steele Mackaye’s 
*“ spectatorium theater caused the business 
interests identified with the fair to look with 
disfavor upon so gigantic an enterprise as 
that proposed by Inventor Proctor. The great 
tower, which was to be 1,000 feet higher than 
the Eiffel tower at Paris, was not built. 

He is a perfect genlus, Architect E. R. 
Graham said of Proctor at trat time. His 
plans are marvelous and entirely practica- 
ble. It is a pity the tower was not built. It 
would have been an amazing engineering 
feat. It would have been the wonder of Lake 
Michigan shores for half a century.“ 


Makes Model for Big Bridge. 
, When Engineer Morrison was planning to 
construct at Memphis, Tenn., the largest stee: 
cantilever bridge in the world he was not 
willing to undertake the task until he found 
out whether a miniature working model of 
the structure could be made. Inventor 
Proctor,“ as he was known, was then in Mr. 
Morrison's employment and he intrusted the 
work of model building to him, after he had 
failed to induce the most expert jewelers in 
the country to tackle the job. The model was 
to be only two inches square and was to have 
912 joints and almost as many separate 
pieces. Proctor completed it in two months. 
The huge bridge was constructed exactly 
after his model. He.received $3,000 for the 
work. 

The first ‘“‘ working ’’ gondola launches at 
the world's fair were designed by Mr. Proctor. 


Interested in Aeronautics. 

After the fair he gave much of his time 
to the study of aerial navigation. He built 
scores of models of flying machines, one of 
which was a combination of aeroplane and 
balloon, which expert aeronauts found only 
ene fault with—its mammoth proportions, 
that rendered it immensely expensive to ex- 
periment with. 

When his lifeless body was found in the 
dingy hole-in-the-wall room in which he had 
lived and dreamt his dreams of astounding 
inventions for the last six years, the narrow 
little bed was simply festooned with tiny 
hand carved models of flying machines which 
he had guarded as embodiments of secret 
discoveries that he claimed to have made in 
the field of aeronautics. 

Mr. Proctor was a native of Gloucester, 
Mass. He is survived by a widow and two 
daughters, Mrs. Arthur Rowe and Mrs. Will- 
iam H. Perkins of Gloucester, Mass. 

The managers of the lodging house told the 
police that a doctor, who had been called to 
view the remains, found that death had been 
due to old age. His relatives at Gloucester, 
who are in comfortable circumstances, have 
been communicated with. It is expected that 
the body will be taken to Gloucester for 
burial.

While this appeal has been most 
urgent I do not recall that there has been 
one word in reference to the health pr life of 
the mother, nor has the ability of the mother, 
physically, mentally, morally, spiritually or 
financially,~ to rear children been touched 
upon. 

Consider the Woman, Her Plea. 

“The question should not be how many 
children but their condition and what kind 
of citizens they will make. This plea for the 
little ones, that some thought should be given 
to prolonging the life of the mother and thus 


the. work of mother clubs. The size of the 
family is of less importance.“ 

In her annual report and addrese Mrs. 
George Watkins, president of the federation, 
urged that the convention be held biennially 
instead of annually. She advised the dele- 
gates to lay this proposal before their re- 
spective clubs, so that action might be taken 
on it at the next convention. 

At today’s session addresses also were de- 
livered by Mrs. E. M. Henrotin, Mrs. J. D.

TWO REPORTS SUBMITTED. 


Evangelical Couneil Lays Down Law 
on Tobacco and Marriage. 


5 | 

Richmond, Va., Oct. 15.—The question of 
appointing negro bishops was brought be- 
fore the general convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal church today. In the house of 
deputies the majority and minority reports 
on this question were read and precipitated 
a warm discussion. : 

The majority report provides that the 
house of bishops may establish missionary 
districts upon racial lines—namely: for a 
specified race or races within the bounds 
of dioceses and missionary districts estab- 
lished as authorized in section 1, provided; 
that in the case of a diocese such regal juris- 
diction within the diocesan borders shall be 
first ceded by the bishop and the convention 
of the diocese, 

The minority report provides for the ap- 
pointment of bishops to preside over the 
negroes with seats in the house, out makes 
no mention of appointment on racial lines. 


Law on Tobacco and Marriage. 

Milwaukee, Wis.. Oct. 15.—The use of to- 
bacco. in any form is denied ministers of the 
gospel affiliated with the Evangelical asso- 
ciation, and no minister on probation may 
marry until he is ordained. Rules to fis 
eff2ct were added to the church discipline at 
today’s sessions of the general council. The 
council established a commission of twenty- 
five on evangelical work and enlistment for 
Christian service. The commission is to 
work for the enlargement of the church, 
bringing young men of promise into the min- 
istry, and to suggest means for uniting with 
other churches throughout the country in 
the conversion of foreigners.

DROP TO AVOID THE DARK. 


Other Contestants Postpone Their Pro- 
posed Night Voyage. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 15.—J. C. McCoy and 
Capt. G. De F. Chandler, who will represent 
America in the coming long distance balloon 
races, today made a successful flight from 
St. Louis to JacKeonville, IE., covering the 
distance of almost 100 miles in three hours 
and ten minutes, 

The flight. which was the first of a number 
of experimental ones to be made before the 
international events open on Oct. 21. was 
made without special incident, and both of 
the aerofiduts said they could have remained 
in the air at least four hours longer had they 
desired to face a night voyage in the small 
balloon 2 were using. 

Toward the end of the voyage the balloon 
passed through a heavy rain storm, but a few 
minutes of sunshine dried the envelope, and 
the balloon afterwards rose to a height of a 


mile. 
Expect a Longer Voyage. 

Following the trip. in the smaller balloon, 
the aeronauts decla they will make a 
much longér voyage in the larger one they 
are to use in the international races. 

Alan R. Hawley, who is to pilot the St. 
Louis, and Augustus Post, who wil! be his 
companion, planned to make an al night trip 
tonight, but because of the delay in receiving 
their experimental balloon the trip was post- 
poned until later in the week. The foreign 
contestants say they will make no experi- 
mental trips. 

It is expected that all the contestants will 
have arrived by tomorrow night. Alfred Le 
Blanc, pilot, and E. W. Mix, companion, who 
will dle one of the French entries, ar- 
rived night, as did two German teams, 
composed of baron von Abercron, H. Hiede- 
mann, Capt. Hildebrandt, and Carl Ertgloeh.

PARIS, Oct. 15.—The Farman aeroplane 
this afternoon made a flight covering a dis- 
tance of about 250 yards at a height of twen-

Sensational Petition in 
Federal Court.

The most sensational legal move yet made 


in the complicated Union Traction case was 
taken yesterday when the Guaranty Trust 
company of New York filed two miore pe- 
titions in the United States Circuit court. 

‘This action not only seriously threatens the 

| present efforts. to reorganize the properties, 

but it attacks the management of the lines 
under Judge Grosscup’s receivers. 

It asks that these receivers be stopped 
from carrying out their present plan of 
improving the street car servite on the north 
and west sides. 

If, as a result of this new attack, the 
Chicago Railways company. is unable to 
take over and operate the properties before 
‘Feb. 1, when the reprieve for the Union 

Traction company expires, the Chicago City 
- pallway company can step in and extend its 
Unes over the entire city, This now: ap- 
| pears probable. 


Trust Company Wants Cold Cash. 
What the Guaranty Trust company wants 
is cold cash for the $2,000,000 and more which 
m one form ot another the Union Traction 
and its éonstituent companies owe it. It is 
not willing to accept any form of securities 
which may be offered under any plan of reor- 
ganization which may be agreed upon. As no 
form of reorganization has yet been devised 
which included a cash payment of any out- 
standing indebtedness, let alone such a large 
sum as the trust company claims, and as it is 
acknowledged that no such plan can be 
financed, the difficulty is obvious. 

The reply of the representatives of the 
Union Traction interests last night was that 
the Guaranty Trust company does not hold 
the first lien on the properties and the only 
thing left to do is to sell them at foreclosure 
sale and let the trust company take its 
chances with the rest of the creditors. They 
said this was the only way out of the trouble. 
But as a good share of the trust company’s 
claims is in the form of receivers’ certifi- 
cates it claims a first lien. — 


Charges Made Against Sampeell. 

The attacks on the receivers’ management 
of the Union Traction properties, while di- 
rected against Marshall E. Sampsell, really 
involve Judge Grosscup. It is charged: 

That if Sampsell had not wasted money 
belonging to the Union Traction company 
in improvements on the north and west side 
street railway companies the Union Trac- 
tion would be solvent and capable of paying 
ite debts. That he spent this money without 
formal order of court, duly entered as re- 
quired by law. 

That Sampsell exceeded his authority in 
making a promise to the city council that 
money due creditors of the Unipn Traction 
properties should be diverted to making per- 
manent improvements on the linés of the 
North and West Chicago Railway: compan- 
les; that this was done without formal or- 
der of the court, but in furtherance of a 
plan to advance the Chicago Railways com- 
pany; and it is further charged he took this 
action as a measure of compulsion" to 
induee the bondholders to surrender their 

rights to the Railways company under 
an unjust and inadequate plan of reorgan- 
lsa tion so. the Railways company could get 
possession. of the properties. 

Furthermore, Recelver Sampsell is asked 
to make an accounting of what funds of 
the Union Traction company have been spent 
to help out the Chicago Railways company, 
and the court is asked to order the latter 
company to reimburse the Union Traction 
company to this amount. 


Wants Receivers’ Bonds Higher. 


It is asked also that the bonds of Receiver 
Sampséll of the Union Traction com 7 
and Receivers Sampsell and Henry A ‘Bia 

of the north and west side companfés be 
increased from $20,000 to $250,000, so that 
the plaintiff may be more adequately pro- 
tected. 

It is charged that the surplus earnings of 
the Union Traction company for the last 
seven years since the receivership was cre- 
ated ranged between $2,500,000 and $3,000,000 
and there would have been plenty of money 
to pay its debts with had not it been diverted 
to improvements of the properties of the 
underlying companies. So an accounting is 
asked for, a return of the money claimed to 
have been wrongfully expended, and a sale 
of the properties for the purpose of paying 
the debts. 

It is contended that wnder the recent de- 
cision of the United States Court of Appeals 
it ts hopeless to expéct any plan of reorgan- 
ization to be framed which can be successful; 
that every plan of reorganization so far sug- 
gested was in the interest of the Chicago 
Railways. company, and that this Railways 
company “latterly has been and now is 
wholly dominated by those who are not bond- 
holders or creditors of the Union Traction 
company.“ 

This last charge drew from one of the at- 
torneys for the Union Traction company the 
remark that “Inasmuch as the Chicago 
Railways company was the creation of the 
Guaranty Trust company, it looks like a case 
of a cannibal preparing to eat his own child.“ 


Gurley Still Is Hopeful. 

W. W. Gurley, general coun@e!] for the 
Union Traction company, said he was not 
ready to give up yet, and thought that the 
claims of the Guaranty company would not 
stand a court test. The best the trust com- 
pany could hope for was getting what was 
coming to it under à foreclosure sale. 

The Guaranty company is the one on whose 
motion the Union Traction properties were 
put into the hands of receivers. Its attor- 
neys, Julien T. Devils of New York and 
Lincom & Beale of Chicago, gave notice yes- 
terday that they would call the case up be- 
fore Judge — etme &- m. next Tuesday.

Striking Telegraphers’ ‘Bae 
-pended President Arrives in 
City Ready for Fight. 


IGNORES COMMITTEE ACT. | 


“There Will Be No Convention,”

Sylvester J. Small, the surpended president 
of the Commercial Telegraphers’ union, ar- 
rived in Chicago yesterday from New York.

I may be ready to make a statement to- 
morrow,”’ said he, in answer to a question. 

When asked where he would n. the state - 
ment, Small answered: 

1 don't know; I may de on the way to 
Europe with the money they say I have 
Stolen. 


“No Convention,” Says Small. 

„ Will you. make an effort to be reinstated 
at the Milwaukee convention? he was asked. 

What convention?” asked he in apparent 
surprise. I don’t know of any convention. 
There will be no convention. 

I shall not ask for any reinstatement for 
the simple reason I am not suspended. I sm 
president of the union aud so far as I know 
there has been no ¢all issued for a convention 
in Milwaukee or anywhere else.“ 

When Small was reminded of the threaten- 
ing and bitter attitude of the strikers toward 
him the deposed president answered: 

1 don’t care a rap what they say about 
me. Lam president of the union and I know 
what Iam doing. They can all goto h—— for 
aught I care what they say.“ 

Small denied having been in conference | 
with the national officers of the union during | 
the day, although Frank Likes, a temporary 
member of the national executive board, said | 
Small called at the union’s headquarters in 
the Monon building and spoke with his for- 
mer subordin&tes in an informal way. 


“He Is Out,” Says Opposition. 

When informed of what Small had said 
coneerning his suspension, M. J. Riedy. one 
of the members of the national executive 
board who voted for Small's suspension, 
expressed. himself in forcible language. 

Small is suspended and the national ex- 
ecutive board has power to suspend the 
president or any other officer who falls 
to do his duty,“ gai@ Riedy. Then he pro- 
duced a copy of the union's constitution to 
prove his statement.

Riedy returned in the evening from Mu- 
waukee, whither he went in the morning 
to arrange for thé holding of the speclaf con- 
vention on Oct. 28.

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BILLS OF LADING UNIFORM? 


Fader ‘Commission Expected 
to Issue Order. 


PROGRESS AT A HEARING. 


Proposed Plan Would Greatly Facili- 
tate Freight Traffic. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
As a result of the hearings begun today by 
the interstate commerce commission it is 
believed that body will issue an order requir- 
ing railroads to use a uniform bill of lading 


on all shipments. 


Such action would greatly facilitate the 
transportation of freight, remove many 
causes of dispute between shippers and rall- 


roads, and simplify what is now a compli- 


cated and confusing method. Moreover, lia- 
bility for all shipments under the form of thé 
bill proposed would be assumed by the car- 
rier, who Also would be responsible for the 
loss by fire until forty-gight hours after the 
arrival of the goods at their destination. The 
burden of proof would be transferred from 
shipper to carrier. 
Other good features of the bill are that 
the shipper iq authorized to hold the initial 
carrier responsible, and the railroad binds 
— to give notice of the arrival of the ship- 
men f 
Result of Long Agitation. 

Agitation fer a uniform bill of lading has 
existed for years, but came to a head in 1004 
when the railroads announced the intention 
of a bill containing among other things, a 
clause imposing an advance of 20 per cent in 
ratés on all shipments the railroads consid- 
ered a risk. The Illinois’ Manufacturers’ 
association teok the matter up and has been 
deeply interested in it since. Asa result of the 
efforts of the association, the interstate com- 
merce commission directed the preparation 
of a uniform bill of lading. Levi Mayer, coun- 
sel for the association and various other in- 
terests, pointed out to the commission today 
that the bill was prepared in the nature of 
a compromise between carrying and shipping 


interests. 

Others Boost the Plan. 
Besides Mr. Mayer there were present at 
the hearings H. C. Bangs, his assistant, John 
M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association; C. C. McKean, president 


shippers and carriers committee; 
Bentley, and B. B. Mitchell of the New York , 
Central. 

During the hearing objections were offered 
to the bill by the industrial traffic repre- 
sentatives and counsel for the bankers’ as- 
sociation. The latter indicated they would 
prefer congress pase a law on the subject, 
believing they thereby would gain greater 
protection from loss on loans secured on bills 
of lading. The commission believes, how- 
ever, it has ample authority to deal with 
the subject, and it was furthermore pointed 
out that the amount of freight lost com- 
pered with that shipped is infinitesimal. 


Sees Politics Behind Rate Bills. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—With the 
deciaration that it had been inspired by pol- 
itics, rather than popular demand, Presi- 
dent Finley of the General Passenger Agents’ 
association today attacked the wave of 
lower fare legislation which is sweeping the 
country. He was addressing the annual con- 
vention of the agents’ association. 
The result of the legislation, he asserted, 
has been arbitrary. reduction of passenges 
fares without adequate investigation and 
without regard to passenger traffic possibil- 
ities. 


CALIFORNIA PIONEER IS DEAD. 


Jesse Holladay, One of the Originators 


of the “Pony Express,’”’ Expires 
at the Lexington Hotel. 


“Jesse Holladay, 82 years old, a pioneer of 
California, but in his latter years a resident 
. * died yesterday at the Lexington 

otel. 

He was associated with his brother Ben- 
jamin in the operation of the pony ex- 
press, which was for many years the only 
means of carrying the mails across the west- 

plains. They were also the owners of 
a’ stage. coach line whieh, prior to the ad- 
vent of the railroads, furnished practically 
the only means of transit to the far west. 

Mr. Holladay and his brother were im- 
portant factors in the development of Cali- 
fornia. For many years they owned a 
steamship line plying between San Fran- 
cisco and Honolulu. Jesse Holladay had 
great faith in Chicago and he invested large- 
ly in its real estate. He was regarded as 
an authority upon real estate values. 

His wife, who died a year ago, was a 
| daughter of Col. George W. Ewing of In- 
diana, who was associated as a partner with 
the original John Jacob Astor in fur trad- 
ing. Mr. Holladay left one son, Benjamin 
Holladay, and three daughters.

In this the aMlant declared he 
held the proxies for more than 500,000 
shares.“ He also sets forth that stockhold- 
ers owning 95,000 shares will be represented 
either in person or by proxy and that votes 
for these will be cast for the Harriman-Har- 
ahan directors. 


Accuses Fish of Bad Faith. 


In this same affidavit Mr. Fish is charged 
with bad faith in bringing the suit two days 
before the annual meeting, which does not 
allow sufficient time to fight out in court the 
issues raised. It is declared that the sole 
purpose of Mr. Fish seeking to restrain 
the voting of the 286,781 shares is to permit 
a minority of stockholders to control the 
meeting. 

In arguing on the motion John J. Herrick, 
Who was retained by the rriman forces 
| early yesterday morning, declared that all 
the facts alleged by Mr. Fish in his bill were 
known to Fish months ago, but he declined 
filing the suit for the same purpose as out- 
lined by Mr. Harahan in his n He 
said: 

„It this order is not fhodisea there is the 
possibility, if not probability, that the minor- 
ity will override the wishes and desires of 
the majority.” 

E. H. Farrar Replies for Fish. 

Edgar H. Farrar, leading counsel for Mr. 
Fish, in reply turned to the Harriman law- 
yers and said: 

J do not wish to take any unfair advan- 
tage which might come to us through this 
temporary injunction. Yet with this case 
pending before the court it would not be right 
or equitable tha the shares involved be 


ae at the meeting. We are willing that 


the annual meeting go over until some future 
date, to be set by you, and in the meantime 
to try the case on its merits. This surely dis- 
poses of the argument that Mr. Fish is seek- 
ing an unfair advantage. 

“The real nub of this case, ang the one 
which must be settled ultimately, is whether 
the people of Illinois are willing to permit the 
Union Pacific, chartered under the laws of 
Utah, to own stock in parallel and compet- 
ing lines. This is the question which we are 
willing to discuss now.“ 

Henry W. Leman also argued for delay 
and declared that Mr. Harahan could not 
know how many shares of stock he held prox- 
ies for. Pointedly he referred to proxies 


which bear no evidence that the dates have 
been altered.“ 


Cromwell in Reply. 


Following an adjournment for lunch, Will- 
iam Nelson Cromwell, Mr. Harriman’s per- 
sonal counsel, replied to the argument for 
delay by declaring this would give Mr. Fish 
the prestige of having tied up the Illinois 
Central meeting, and time in which to seek 
additional proxies. He said: 

Mr. Harahan has no power to stipulate 
that the meeting be adjourned. The proxies 
he holds were sent in for a stipulated pur- 
pose and to be voted on the date set for the 
meeting. Must all the machinery of the IIH- 
nois Central be stopped? And, if so, why? 
Just to enable these gentlemen to continue 
their hunt for proxies? 

“This is a great property. The capital 
stock is worth $150,000,000, and the stock in- 
volved im this restraining order nearly $40,- 
It is our suggestion that the meet- 
ing be held and that shares tied up in this 
restraining order be allowed to vote. We 
are willing to stipulate that it be cared for 
at a separate table, and if, after the votes 
are counted, it is found this stock affected 
the issue in any way to set the entire vote 
aside. The property involved is too great to 
be dragged into a vulgar contest, such as 
my learned friend suggests.“ 


Judge Favors Modification. 

“It seems to me,“ said Judge Ball, that 
we must modify this order in some way. 

Mr. Farrar vainly sought to forestall this, 
but was interrupted by the court, who in- 
quired: 

" Could f adjourn this meeting:

court, shall, together with all the other

adjournmient' thereof in person or by proxy, 
be permittted to vote at said meeting or any 
adjournment thereof in the manner and sub- 
ject to the conditions following: 

There shall be received and tabulated- by 
the inspectors or those appointed to receive 
and canvas the ballots, all the votes of all 
the shares of such corporation: including” 
those shares hereinbefore restrained from 
voting, which: may be voted on any motion or 
resolution or for the election of directors of

Fish Not Pleased with Result. 


It was evident that Mr. Fish was not 
pleased with the result, and, while he put the 
best construction om the action possible, he 
was heard to remark: 

Well, I certainly didn't get the best of it.“ 

When asked for a statement he declined to 
make one further than that he expected te 
be victorious at the meeting today. He would 
not say how many proxies he controlled, and 
declared the Harriman forces did not know 
how many they had.

BUMPS CAR STOCK. 


Shares of Detroit United Rail- 
way Company Hit Tobog- 
gan in a Hurry. 


3 CENT FARES ONE CADSE. 


Many Cleveland, 0., Cut Rate 


Franchises Are Declared 
en by Court. 


New York, Oct. 18. [Special. I- The Detroit 
United 8 company passed its quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent today on account of 
the stringency of the money market and on 
account of the bitter campaign being waged 
in Detroit to force universal] transfers and a 
8 cent fare on the company. The result was 
that there was a violent break in the stock 
‘on the four exchanges where it is deal in, 
at New York, Cleveland, Toronto, and Mon- 
treal, where it caused a mild panic, 

J. C. Hutchins, president of the company, 
gave out the following statement in ex- 
phanation of the action: 

“The territory which the Detroit United 
railway serves has been developing at a 
rapid rate, necessitating large expenditures 
for equipment, improvements, and additions 
‘to the property. The present condition of 
the money market is such that the company 
is unable to reimburse itself through the sa:e 
of its bonds, at what it deems a reasonable 
price, for sums properly chargeable to capital 
account. The directors have therefore de- 
eided to omit payment of the regular quar- 

terly dividend at this time.“ 


Stock Hits the Toboggan.

The Detroit United began paying dividends 
at the rate of 4 per cent in March, 1901. In 
August, 1905, the rate was increased to 5 per 
cent.

Cleveland Franchises Illegal. 

Cleveland, O., Oct. 15.—Judge Lawrence of 
the Common Pleas court rendered a decision 
this afternoon, holding as illegal all fran- 
chises granted by the council for so-called 
3 cent fare lines on the east side, except a 
small section constructed on East Four- 
teenth street, which covers about two blocks. 
The court held that the franchises for 3 
cent lines on the west side were valid, be- 
cause they were granted prior to the date 
upon which Mayor Johnson was alleged to 
have become financially interested in the 
roads. The substance of the decision is that 
all of the grants applying to the territory 
west of the center of the public square are 
valid and legal grants, but that, excepting as 
to East Fourteenth street, which is reserved 
for future consideration, all of the grants 
applying: to the territory east of the public 
square are invalid..
